Model ships mark important 


events in Canadian history 


MONTREAL. —Model ships separated by centuries and 
continents are sharing the same berth at Montreal's historic 
Chateau de Ramezay, a Canadian Press story reveals. 


The good ship Emerillon, small- 
‘est of Jacques Cartier’s three ves- 
sels, rests in the centre of the ex- 
hibition. Across. the room, lake 
carriers such as the 715-foot mod- 
ern giant, T, R. McLagan, repre- 
sent progress, in miniature. 

The marine exhibition is being 
held in the attic of the chateau 
where the Antiquarian and Numis- 
matic Society of Montreal is cele- 
brating the building’s 250th anni- 
versary. 

Fighting ships 

The collection amassed by cur- 
ator Louis Carrier ranges from 
150-year-old canoes to models of 
ships of the line that saw action 
at Trafalgar, and of modern Can- 
adian warships. 

There is a.canoe that Pierre Ste. 
Marie dug out of a single tree 
trunk’ 150 years ago ‘to carry mail 
between Montreal and Longueuil. 
It still looks solid. enough to carry 
out the same task. 

Much of the. material was 
brought up from the chateau base- 
ment, where it has long been in 
storage. 

A ship’s steering wheel, almost 
five feet in diameter, stands at 
the rear of the upstairs room hous- 
ing the exhibit. Behind it is a five- 
- foot wooden carving of a sailor of 
the last century. A note tacked to 
its uniform explains that it once 
served as a sign: over Joe Beef's 
tavern on the waterfront. 


Indian canoés 

Besides’ Ste. Marie’s canoe is 
another dug out of a tree trunk 
by Iroquois Indians in 1880. A 
third was built by the Abenaki 
tribe downriver from Moftreal in 
1875. : 

One of four birchbark canoes 
built during the last century is 
coated -with a native paint com- 
posed of clay and plant oils. 
~A- model of a vessel, the Vir- 
ginie, bought by a Lt. George 
Macrae of the! Royal Navy from 
French prisoners taken at Trafal- 
gar and made by:them during eap- 
tivity, rests at one side of the 

_'¥oom, Beside it is a model of an 
1856 British steam corvette. 

The° marine exhibition is only 
part of the celebrations marking 
the chateau’s anniversary. When 
the marine museum is . removed 
later this summer, a display of 
land transportation models’ and 
data, chiefly built around steam 
locomotives and railway coaches, 
takes over,

Bulb planting 
time is here 
say experts 


August to early October is bulb 
planting time, advise horticultur- 
ists at the Beaverlodge “Experi- 
mental Farm. A little thought and 
effort during this period can re- 
sult in a harvest of beauty through 
the spring and summer months. 

Particularly attractive are the 
early blooms — the bright blue 
squills, the yellow fritillaries and 
the multi-colored tulips. “Then 
come the: lilies in all their’ varied 
forms and shades. For those who 
have had trouble raising lilies a 
suggestion might be welcome. 

A friable,. well-drained soil is 
required by’ these plants, the hor- 
ticulturists say. The cold clay sub- 
soil of the Peace River region is 
not conducive to their comfort. A 
special cultural method erhployed 
at Beaverlodge involves replace- 
ment of this subsoil. 

A trench 18 inches deep and 18 
inches wide is dug and the bot- 
tom of the: trench filled with a 
mixture of equal parts of topsoil, 
sand and peat. The trench is filled 
to within two inches of the requir- 
ed level of planting, then covered 
with a two-inch layer of sand in 
which the bulbs are planted. The 
remainder of the trench is then 
filled with soil mixture similar to 
that in the bottom of the trench. 

Many lilies.can be grown suc- 
cessfully in the Peace River re- 
gion and the grower need by no 
means limit himself to the most 
hardy. Choice varieties are now 
available that will well repay the 
little care required. A useful guide 
is the. circular ‘Recommended 
Herbaceous Perennials” obtainable 
from the Experimental Farm at 
Beayerlodge. Based on extensive 
tests, this circular contains a val- 
uable list of bulbs and other peren- 


nials well suited to conditions of 


the Peace River country.

From Edmonton

EDMONTON—Despite one of 
the most vigorous safety cam- 
paigns.in Canada, the traffic ac- 
cident toll in Alberta continues 
to increase. 

This is shown by a recent re- 
port from the Alberta Safety 
Council, which lists an increase 
in the number of persons killed 
in traffic mishaps during the 
first eight months of this year. 

The council’s figures show 124 
fatalities up to the end of Aug- 
ust, compared with 121 during 
the same period of 1954. The toll 
is up even though the store ‘for 
August—usually a heavy month 
—is down from last year. Six- 
teen Albertans met death during 
August, two less ‘than in the 
same month last year. 

According to the council’s re- 
port, thé greatest hazard exists 
on the highways. Of ithe 16 fatal 
accidents in August, 12 were on® 
the highways and the other four 
were reported from Calgary. 

There was a marked decrease 

‘(in the number of accidents dur- 
|ng August, but injuries were 
unusually high. In August 1955, 
there were 1,413 accidents with 
574 persons injured. In the same 


month last’ year, there were |. 


.|1,471 accidents but: only 287 per- 
sons injured. 
If the present trend continues, 
Alberta’s traffic death toll for 
1955 will undoubtedly be the 
worst in history. It can be argu- 
ed that the growing traffic toll 
‘only reflects the :growing pop- 
ulation, but police forces and 
other organizations: which pro- 
;mote safety won’t agree with 
this. ; 

For the past few months, the 
provincial. government has béen 
‘mapping out plans to take dras- 
tic. action in an effort to halt 
the slaughter on. the highways. 
Perhaps at the next session of 
the legislature, in February, ithe 
plans will be ready for introduc- 
tion. srt! 

The program ‘to deal with the 
traffic problem will be embodied 
in sweeping changes to the. Ve-" 
hicles and Highway Traffic Act, 
.| based on studies of systems used 
{in other parts: of. the ‘country; 
There has been no definite an- 
nounzement-on-the nature of the 


plan, but Hon: Gordon Taylor, |: 


minister of ‘highways, discussed 
it in principle ‘at the regular ses- 
sin of the house. last spring. A 
major feature will be ithe “weed- 
ing out” of. accident prone driv- 
ers and barring them from. the 
highways. : 
. This will involve keeping a re- 
cord of every licensed driver. in 
the. province, showing every 
traffic infraction and accident. 
From: this record, presumably, 
will evolve a system of deter- 
{mining what is an accident-prone 
driver. ; F 
_ (Mr. ‘Taylor has expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the present me- 
thod of license suspension and re- 
quiring proof of financial respon- 
sibility in certain cases before 
licenses can be reinstated fol- 
Iwing suspension. He believes 
there are drivers who have no 
right to be on the road. Proving 
financial responsibility or serv- 
ing a temporary. license‘ suspen- 
son doesn’t give-them the right 
if théy will continue to ‘consti- 
tute a hazard. d : 
The exact details of the pro-; 
grom won’t be known until the 
minister is ready ‘to’ introduce 
legislation, But it appears reas- 
onably certain that some strong 
new teeth will be put into the 
province’s traffic laws. Mr, Tay- 
lor is vitally interested in the 
problem, and in recent years has 
‘been one of Canada’s most vigor- 
ous traffic safety promoters.
